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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1 . 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the four statutory 
categories of invention. While the claims recite a series of steps or acts to be performed, a 
statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to another statutory category (such as a 
particular apparatus), or (2) transform underlying subject matter (such as an article or material) 
to a different state or thing (Reference the May 15, 2008 memorandum issued by Deputy 
Commissioner for Patent Examining Policy, John J. Love, titled "Clarification of 'Processes' 
under 35 U.S.C. 101"). The instant claims neither transform underlying subject matter nor 
positively tie to another statutory category that accomplishes the claimed method steps, and 
therefore do not qualify as a statutory process. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the advertising rate" in line 7. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1 , 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Knightly PG-PUB 2003/0163593. 

Re Claim 1, Knightly teaches that a local fair rate is determined based on the 
measurements of forward_rate and add_rate (a group of variables) [0053]; upstream 
node received control messages (a advertising rate) from the downstream node to 
determine its advertise rate wherein the control message includes the local fair rate 
[0056]; wherein each node on the RPR determines the advertising rate and transit data 
packet with the determined rate. 

Re Claims 2, 5, refer to Claim 1 , wherein the variable also includes the sum of 
add_rate and forward_rate [0068], wherein each node ensures fairness of bandwidth to 
the nodes of the RPR. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph and 101 rejection, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

In combination with Claims 1 and 3, prior art fails to teach the Step b.
